. The first fatality to result from 
‘the wave of daring holdups, rob- 
beries and other crime that has 
swept over Atlanta during the past 
few weeks came at 8 o'clock 
last night, when three masked ne- 
gro bandits shot down Carl Rappold. 
44 years old, a storekeeper whose 
place of business is located at the 
corner of Sims and Mary streets. 

Rappold was killed by. a bullet 
from: a Winchester rifle in the 
hands of one of the highwaymen,. 
who attempted to rob the store, and 
who did not hesitate to resort to 
desperate measures when the pro- 
prietor tried to resist them and to 
secure a pistol which he called to 
his wife to bring. 

According to statements of the 
police following the killing, they 
know who the. black bandit who 
operated the Winchester rifle 1s, 
and are : rrest 
adorn as the city can be thoroughly 
combed to find him. 

Other developments in.the crime 
epidemic Tuesday came in the dis- 
covery of the blowing of two safes 
in the army recruiting station in 
the Transportation building and 
another tn the Vittur Transfer and 
Storage company, of 330 Edgewood 
avenue. These bring the total of 
safes cracked here during the past 
three nights to four, the safe of the 
Keely company, local department 
store, being entered by yeggmen 
who secured loot amounting to ap- 


proximately $13,000 early Monday‘ 


morning. 
Another Holdup. 

Another holdup occurred Tuesday 
night, when A. D. Hareout, of 294 
Luckie street, was robbed of $108 
and some valuable jewelry by two 
white men who, he reported to the 
police, had blackened their faces 
to resemble negroes. The robbery 


_oeceurred at 9 o’clock at Bartow and 


Luckie streets. 

The seriousness of the present 
crime situation in Atlanta is indi- 
eated by the fact that it has stirred 
police officials to make sugges- 
Ations for drastic action, one of the 
most clear-cut. statements along 
this line being by Assistant Chief 
ef Police E. lL. Jett, who declared 
that “more policemen should “be 
provided; policemen to operate in 
plain clothes on all watches, espe- 
cially the night watch; pd@icemen

The conference followed the de- 
cision last week of Secretary Wil- 
son directing the deportation of the 
soviet agent to Russia. Since the 
institution of the portation pro- 
ceedings last March,. Martens has 
been in custody of his counsel and 
he will continue under his present 
Status until his delivery to the la- 
bor department.

Echoes of the official threat to 
forcibly close the Howard theatér 
last Sunday if it was opened for the 
proposed sacred classica)] orchestra 
concert for the benefit of charity, 
are still reverberating. 

The truth is there was more talk 
about the matter in Atlanta Tues- 
day than at any time since the edict, 
was issued that no such entertain- 
ment would be permitted in Atlanta 
on Sunday. 

One of the interesting develop- 
ments yesterday was the statement 
given out by Atlanta labor offi- 
cials expressing resentment against 
proponents ofAhe municipal movies 
at the Auditorigm for claiming that 
they were necessary to provide rest 
and recreation essential! to the wel- 
fare of the working man. 

But the feature that was the out- 
standing topic of comment Tuesday 
was the contradictory attitude in 
which John A. Manget, prominent 
Atlanta citizen, found himself only 
two days following the Howard the- 
ater episode. 

It will be recalled that it was 
Mr. Manget who went to the chief 
of police to invoke the law against 
the opening of the Howard_theater 
last Sunday, even for a sacred con- 
cert, and at which no motion pic- 
tures were to be exhibited, buf only 
tw.o days later, Mr. Manget was one 
of the committee of three, consist- 
ing of himself, Mr. Victor Kalegs- 
haber and Juvlian Boehm, which 
went before council with the favor- 
able report of the Auditorium com- 
mittee on the ordinance permitting 
the. epening, of the Auditorium on 


ing free motion pictures and other 
entertaining attractions. 

This committéa had already tak- 
en the matter up with Mayor Key, 
who had informgled an évangelical 
ministers’ committee which had 
called on him to protest, that in 
his opinion, the kind of Sunday en- 
tertainment as proposed was in 
every way worthy and would meet 
with his entire approval.

Council 
voted down Mr. Manget’s proposi- 
tion by an overwhelming majority 
and Mr. Manget himself explains the 
contradictory attitude in which he 
is placed in an exceedingly inter- 
esting statement which he made 
yesterday. 

Mr. Manget, caught, in his own 
words, between the upper and neth- 
er millstones, cheerfully admitted 
Tuesday that his own activity in 
preventing the’ concert for the As- 
sociated Charities at the Howard 
theater Sunday undoubtedly wreck- 
ed the prospects for municipal mov- 
ies at the Auditorium every Sunday 
afternoon, in ‘which cause he was 
the most devoted and active ad- 
herent. 

“The concert for the Associated 
Charities came just a week too soon 
for us,” said Mr. Manget. “Up to 
the time of the Howard theater in- 
cident we had the fight for the mov- 
ies at the Auditorium won., But the 
publicity attendant on the calling 
off of last Sunday’s affair stirred 


up an opposition to us that was 
stronger than the common-sense 
plea that we made to the council- 
men. Now municipal Sunday movies 
are dead: dead for a time at least. ; 
“The plan is a worthy one. At- 
larta meeds some form of innocent 
Sund entertainment that is not} 
tinged ith commercialism in any 
degree. And what Atlanta needs 
Atlanta generally gets, but for the 
time being we have no move that 
we can make to establish them.” 


“Wholesome” Amusements. 


Mr. Manget was asked to explain 
how he reconciled his position in 
fighting One innocent form of Sun- 
day entertainment while advocating 
another. 

“I guess I have been misunder- 
stood by a great many people since 
the Howard theater incident,” he re- 
plied, “but the fact is that I do not 
oppose any innocent and wholesome 
Sunday amusement. Take 
he Howard theater incident for ex- 
ample.

Long-Staple Cotton Is

Washington, December 21.—Ad- 
vocates of emergency tariff legisla- 
tion wen a preliminary fight in the 
house today’ by adopting, 206 to 76, 
a motion to suspend calerdar busi- 
ness tomorrow so as tg’ give the 
Fordney tariff bill right of way. 

Proponents of the bill and the op- 
position were engaged today in lin- 
ing up their forces preparatory to 
the fight when the measure is cal'- 
ed up for consideration in the hovse 
tomorrow. Open antagonism to the 
measure, in both the senate and 
house, was manifested for the first 
time yesterday following its report 
Ly the ways and means committee 
with the period of application ré- 
duced to ten months from the one- 
year period previously fixed. 

Added to the house forces oppos- 
ing in principle the proposed tariff 
protection rates on agricultural 
products were many representatives 
of urban and manufacturing . dis- 
tricts, who indicated they would op- 
pose the measure because of its fail- 
ure to include manuf tured ‘gom- 
nrodities.«°*At the “same time, “the 
senate democratic steering commit- 
tee announced it did not view the 
measure a8 an emergency proposal 
and would demand that it be con- 
sidered by thd finance committee in 
regular order when it reaches the 
senate. 

Long staple or Egyptian cotton is 
included in the list of commodities 
named_in the bill on which high im- 
port duties would be imposed. This 
item was omitted from the list giv- 
en out last night by Chairman Ford- 
ney because the committee had been 
unable to prepare estimates of the 
total revenue which would be de- 
rived on the basis of the 7-cent-a- 
pound duty imposed. 

Vitally Necessary. 

Speaking in tg house on tariff 
generally, Representative Long- 
worth, of Ohio, a republican member 
of the ways and means committee, 
said the Fordney emergency tariff 
measure was vitally necessary to 
“save from stark and utter ruin 
some of the most important agri- 
cultural interests of the country.” 

The Ohio member said that in 
framing a permaneng tariff law con- 
gress must consider how Europe 
would be able to pay the United 
States $14,000,000,000, “most of 
which is only informally secured.” 
American industry, he said, must be 
protected, and that if it should 
evacuate that the only way to col- 
lect the debt owed by Europe was to 
surrender to the world of the home 
markets of America, he would rath- 


er “sacrifice every dollar owed rath- 
er than sacrifice our industrial in- 


| dependence.” 


HOME RULE BILL 
WAITS ROYAL 0. K. 


Measure Providing Par- 
liaments for Ireland 
Only Needs Formality 
of King’s Signature to 
~ Become Law. 


London, December 21.—The home 
rule bill as it finally emerged from 
parliament today ready for the royal 
assent, is not fundamentally differ- 
ent from the measure the govern- 
ment first presented. Months of 
discussion and efforts to amend in 
beth houses resulted in certain safe- 
guards being added, which its ad- 
herents believe will make it more 
acceptable to the Irish people. 

Its critics, however, still maintain 
that it will not be accepted by neath 
Ireland. i # 

The bill now provides that there 
shall be set up by popular elections 
two parliaments, one for Ulster and 
one for the south. Each parliament 
shall decide upon the method of se- 
lecting senates. The connecting 
link between them will be the Irish 
council of forty, twenty of each sec- 
tion. Each senate will select seven 
of its “council members, and each 
parliament thirteen.

Keeping Parking Tab. 


| Policemen of Atlanta in future 
will carry a stick of chalk in addi- 
tion to their billies, theif pistols, 
their handcuffs, their dignity, and 
i; all the rest of the accustomed para- 
phernalia of the city constabulary. 
This extra burden was ordered by 
Chief Beavers Tuesday, following 
the approval of the new traffic 
ordinance of Mayor Kéy. 

His reasons are obvious. The flew 
law allows automobiles to be park- 
ed for one-half hour in the present 
non-parking zones between the 
hours of 9:30 a. m. and 4:30 p. m., 
and how the dickens is a policeman 
to know whether a car has been 
parked for ten minutes or ten years 
unless he has some method of mark- 
ing and timing it? 

Suggestion that a policeman stand 
by each car with a split-second stop 
watch from the time it was parked 
was promptly declared valueless, as 
there are a good many more cars in 
Atlanta than there are policemen, 
even including volunteers. ) 

Chief Beavers says the chalk plan 
has been tried in other cities, and it 
always worked like a charm. The 
method ts simple. When a car is 
parked, the policeman on the beat 
approaches it, draws his chalk with 
one hand and his watch with the 
other and marks on one of the rear 
tires 9:32 a. m.*or 1:01 p. m., or 
whatever time his watch may show 
at the particular moment of mark- 
ing. . 

When hé suspects that a car has 
been standing in the same place too 
long, or its owner is wasting too 
much time deciding. whether she 
wants pink’ taffeta or green crepe 
de_chine, he inspects the marking. 


to the extent of thirty’ minutés, he 
gives the. car’s custodian a copy of 
charges or presses the. patro] into 
service, according to the nature: of 
the offense, the character of the of- 
fender or the disposition of the po- 
liceman, 

Chief Beavers also interpreted the 
law to provide that no parking at 
all should be allowed before 9:30 
a. m. and between 4:30 p. m. and 7 
p.m. That is, according to his con- 
struction, if-a car is parked at 4:29 
it is in violation of the law if it re- 
mains parked at 4:31. p 

The ordinance went into effect 
as soon as it reteived™ the mayor's 
Signature, and the chief of police 
immediately issued his*instructions.

Charges that government officials 


joined in coal profiteering during 
the period of shortage last summer 
were made by George H. Cushing, 
managing girector of the Ameri- 
can Wholesale Coal association, tes- 
tifying under oath today before a 
senate investigating committee. In 
an executive session the commit- 
tee, according to Senator Calder, re- 
publican, New York, its chairman. 
was furnished by Mr. Cushing with 
the name of one man, said to have 
been a principal in an operation by 
which a group of men in govern- 
ment service obtained 450,000 tons 
of coal, which they sold later at a 
profit of $600,000. Railroad officials 
and one army officer also partici- 
pated in the profit-making, Mr. 
Cushing was said by Chairman Cal- 
der to have charged. 

This phase of Mr. Cushing’s tes- | 
timony before the committee over- 
shadowed the rest of hig statement, 
whigh.was.to the effect that -the. 
coal shortage last summer was due 
to “panic” and largely caused by 
statements of the interstate com- 
merce commission, the geological 
survey, the railroad administration, 
and the senate interstate commerce 
committee telling the consuming 
public about a coal shortage this 
winter. ’

Damage approximating can cit 
was done by two big fires Tuesday. 
The principal loss was suffered by 


the Atlanta Mattress company, 
whose warehouse, situated on the 
Central of Georgia railway tracks 
near the eorner of West Fair street, 
was completely gutted by flames 
and seVeral hundred bales of cot- 
ton linters destroyed. It is esti- 
mated that approximately $20,000 
damage was done here. 

The other fire doing serious dam- 
age was at the factory of the 
Spratt Chair company, located in 
West End at Lee and Uakiand 
streets. The logs here is estimated 
to range from $40,000 to $50,008 
The building was wrecked, the ma- 
chinery ruined and lumber and fin- 
ished articles stored within were 
destroyed. 

The cause of the fire in neither 
case is known, although the belief 
of fire officials expressed Tuesday 
night was that the blaze which 
played havoc at the warehouse of 
the Atlanta Mattress company prob- 
ably started from sparks from an 
engine or matches gnawed by rats. 

The storage house of the mattress 
company is situated immediately 
behind the refinery plant of the 
Georgia Syrup company, and for a 
while it looked as though this fac- 
tory would be ignited. Systematic 
and rapid work of the firemen, how- 
ever, kept the flames confined to 
the mattress building.

Emergency Tariff Measure 
Meets Opposition in Up- 
per House of Congress. — 


BY JAMES A. HOLLOMON. 
Washington, December 21.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—The Fordney emergency tar- 
iff bill will run against a snag in 
the senate, it seems, as the demo- 
crats in that body are not as gen- 
erally in favor of the bill as they 


are in the house, although a number 
of the minority members in the 


house will vote against it as nndem- 
ocratic in principle and as danger- 
ous in its design on the part of the 
republican leaders responsible for 
its origin. The measure, however, 
will receive general support from 
the Georgia members in the house 
and indeed from most ‘of the mem- 
bers of the southeast, not only be- 
cause of its revenue-producing op- 
portunities, which makes it defen- 
sible under a* strict interpretation 
of Gemocratic faith, but particular- 
ly because it places a high import 
duty, amounting practically to an 
embargo, on oriental peanuts and 
oils. 

The bill provides a duty of three 
cents a pound on peanuts or ground 
beans, and 26 cents a gallon on 
peanut, cocoanut, cotton seed and 
soya bean oils. 

These duties, if enacted, would be 
of enormous protection to south- 
ern producers, as the free importa- 
tion of oriental oils, raised and pro- 
duced with coolie labor, has been 
one of the most serious drawbacks

AGED MAN KILLED 
AND BODY DRAGGED 
IN SAVANNAH RIVER 


- Augusta, Ga., December 21.— 
(Speeial.)—The reddest mark in Au- 
gusta’s new crime wave was writ- 
ten some time Monday night when 
Thomas Jefferson Wiggins, 65, a 
white man, was brutally murdered 
and his body dragged in the shal- 
low river water of the Savannah riv- 
er near the base of the. levee. The 
body was not discovered until Tues- 
day afternoon. 

A trail of blood marking the 
ground over which his body had 
been dragged for nearly a hundred 
yards led to the gruesome discov- 
ery. Police dragged the body out. 

A pool of blood, a razor and a 
round steel pin weighing about a 
pound, told the story of how the 
murder was committed. Wiggins’ 
head had been crushed by blows 
from the steel pin. His throat had 
been slashed with the razor. 

The police are working on the 
theory of robbery. 


Woman Testifies 
She Was Witness 
- When Judge Shot 


Ceveland, Ohio, December 21.— 
The state scored heavily at this aft- 
ernoon’s session of the second de- 
gree murder trial of William H. 
McGannon, chief justice of the mu- 
nicipal court, charged with slaying 
Harold S. Kagy last May, when its 
chief witness, Miss May E. Neely, a 
nurse, for 16 years the friends of 
McGannon, took the witness stand 
and swore she saw McGannon shoot 
Kagy and also swore that the judge 
offered her $500 to “keep her mouth 
shut,” about the shooting and go 
to County Prosecutor Baskin and 
retract what she had told him and 
the grand jury regarding the case. 
She testified that her sister, Mrs. 
Louis Webb, was concealed ina 
closet in the room at the time and 
heard the offer of $500. 

“IT saw McGannon pull something 
from his pocket and simultaneously 
a shot rang out. Then Harold Kagy 
— forward,” Miss Neely testi- 
fied. 

Seven days after the shooting, she 
testified, she went to the judge’s 
Private office and told him to make 
public the facts, advising him to 
say the shot was fired accidentally, 
and also offered to take the blame 
for the shooting. ’ 

“Tt is too late now,” she testified 
McGannon replied. j

Southern Representatives

Tariff for Long Staple 
Cotton. 


Washington, December 21.—Infor- 
mal conferences over the proposal 
to place a tariff of 7 cents a pound 
on long staple cotton, as contained 
in the Fordney emergency tariff 
bill, are being held daily among 
democratic members from the cot- 
tun-growing states. Some of them 
frankly state they are unable so far 
to make up their minds as to what 
they will do. They realize, they 
say, that the proposal will furnish 
probably temporary relief for the 


long staple cotton producers, but at 
the same time express fear 
there is a “republican trick” in the 
proposal. 

Representative Dominick, demo- 
crat, South Carolina, in a statement 
tcday, declared his intention of vot- 
ing against the Fordney proposal. 

“I refuse to sacrifice a principle 
for a so-called temporary relief 
measure in an emergency,” he stat- 
ed. He also said the “proposition 
was a trap to ensnare southern dem- 
ocrats so they would be tied up to 
the support of the high tariff which 
the republicans are planning to en- 
o- when the new congress assem- 

es.” 

“We should be more interested 
now in getting foreign markets for 
our products than in building a tar- 
iff wall around us,’ Mr. Dominick 
asserted. 

Southern members said there was 
about 600,000 bales of Egyptian cot- 
ton imported annually and_ they 
were dotbtful if the protection in- 
volved in the Fordney bill, even as 
an emergency measure, justified 
them jin voting for it and against 
the well-known principle of the 
party.

Income Surtaxes Necessary. 

Continuation of the income sur- 
taxes, Mr. Kahn explained, was a 
social and economic necessity, but 
he warned against excessive levies 
on the higher incomes on the 
ground that they did not produce 
the maximum of revenue for which 
they were designed. He said also 


.| that he opposed any exemption un- 


der income tax provisions. 

“Your problem,’ Mr. Kahn con- 
tinued, “is to find out how to make 
the surtaxes economically sound. 
It is a question of finding how and 
what rates can be made to produce 
the maximum. But | think there 
is danger in excessive levies in sur- 
taxes and this should be guarded 
against.” 

Before Mr. Kaha was § called, 
Chairman Fordney stated that he 
and other members of the commit- 
tee were in favor of “‘some kind” 
of a sales tax as one of the means 
of raising the four billions of reve- 
nue needed annually by the gov- 
ernment. 

Overloading Consumer. 

“It seems a sensible tax,” said 
he chairman, “but we do not want 
x sales tax that will be multipligd 
and pyramided into a burden on the 
vonsumer. We want to avoid a 
law which will cause to be passed 
on to the consumer a levy which 
nets more profit to the merchant 
than tax to the government.” 

The chairman added that under 
some of the present taxes, mer- 
chants were adding much more to 
the price under the guise of taxes 
of articles than the tax levy justi- 
fied. He contended that this was 
one of the problems which con- 
gress must solve in revising reve- 
nue laws. 

Hardwick Speaks,

GOING TOO FAR. 
Testifying before the Lockwood 
legislative committee engaged in 
investigation of the housing and 
building construction situation’ in 


New York, Eugene E. Grace, pres- 
ident of the Bethlehem Steel com- 
pany, reputed to be the leading 
manufacturer of steel for construc- 
tion purposes in certain fields, is 
quoted as having declared that 
his company would not sell a ton 
of fabricated steel to a dealer or 
builder who would not assure him 
that no union men were employed, 
or would be employed, in putting 
the steel to its uses. 

The Bethlehem Steel company’s 
purpose, so Mr. Grace told the 
committee, is to “support and pro- 
tect the open shop principle,” 
through an organization known as 
the Iron Erectors’ league. 

But that principle is based upon 
the right of the laborer to work 
where and for whom he pleases, 
and for the employer to give em- 
ployment to whomsoever he 
pleases, regardless of whether or 
not the would-be employee be- 
longs to a union. 

The Bethlehem company’s atti- 
tued, however, puts it clearly out- 
side the pale of the “open shop” 
principle, and makes it as hide- 
bound an adherent to the “closed 
shop” policy as any labor union 
possibly could be. 

As The Boston Transcript ex- 
presses it editorially— 

“This certainly looks to the or- 
dinary person like an infringement 
of the liberty of labor and of con- 
tract. It proposes an interference, 
by means of the withdrawal of the 
material for labor, not only with 


the liberty of the laborer, but with 
that of his employer. If it is not 


a combination in restraint of trade, 


it is hard to see what it may be.

And 
that the restriction impinges upon 
constitutional right appears to be 
quite plain.” 


ciple between industry’s denying 
employment—the right to toil and 
earn a living—to a man because 
he happens to belong to a union, 
and a union that denies the right 
of a man to toil and earn a living 
simply because he does not be- 
lieve in trades unionism and re- 
fuses to affiliate with a labor or- 
ganization? 

One is as undemocartic and as 
intolerant as the other. 

Labor unions per se are within 
the law; the right of laboring men 
to band together in labor unions 
has been upheld so often by our 
courts that it is no longer a sub- 
ject for controversy. 

But there is a question as to 
whether or not a labor union has 
the right to say that a non-union 
laborer shall not work in a given 
plant or, for instance, on a given 
construction job; and, by the same 
token, the right of an employer to 
close his shop to a man who be- 
longs to a labor union and for no 
other reason, likewise is open to 
question. 

What the Bethlehem company 
is seeking to do, however, is to go 
even further than that, and to 
deny the right of employers de- 
pending upon it for material with 
which to conduct their business, to 
give employment to men who be- 
long to labor unions. 

Such policy cannot. be approved 
by liberal-minded citizens of a 
democracy; and certainly § the 
adoption of such an attitude will 
do little toward improving the re- 
lations between capital and labor.

HEALTH TALKS

THE MUCH-ABUSED BRONCHIAI 

: TUBES, 

Father Hippokrates (visiting me 
in spirit) had just spoken of “con- 
coctions and humors” in the chest 
and we found tha tthe term nowa- 
days used is inflammation. Inflam- 
mation of the lining of the bron- 
chial tubes, which, translated to 
medical English, is bronchitis; or in 
the words of the benighted, “a cold 
scttled on the chest.” We are 
speaking of acute bronchitis; not 
of chronic bronchitis, in which the 
trouble is of indefinite duration, 
Hippokrates and [I feel that the 
bronchial tubes are far tov com- 
monly the target of misguided 
treatment when, in fact, there is 
nothing wrong with them. 

A physician, a nose and throat 
specialist, at that, complained of 
“bronchitis”. He said he had first 
suffered a “naso-pharyngitis” (which 
means a soreness or inflammation 
about the rear hall where the nose 
chambers enter the throat), and later 
it had descended into the deep 
bronchial tubes. That was his own 
feeling. Examination of the chest 
disclosd not a sign. Examination of 
the throat disclosed an inflamma- 
tion, swelling- and copious mucus 
Secretion abogt the adenoid body. In 
short, the doctor had simpie acute 
adenoiditis, but his cough came 
from far down in the chest, he felt 
Sure, and there was con iderable 
Soreness deep in the chest (from 
much coughing), and finally the 
amount of expectoration mada him 
think he had bronchitis.

In childhood many a case of acute 
adenoiditis is mistaken for bron- 
chitis, with much needless anxiety 
for the parents. In _ chiddren a 
more or less chronic cough or at 
least a cough frequently recurriny 
and lightly attributed to “expos- 
ure,” and maltreated as bronchitis 
depends upon unrecognized ade- 
noiditis. Of course the only way 
can examine the region 
involved is by means of the throat 
mirror. In ieu of that simple 
aid adenoid inflammationand ade- 
noid enlargement frequently escape 
detection, for the popular concep- 
tion of a characteristic “adenoid 
facies” or facial expression is 
neither characteristic of adenoids 
nor present in most adenoid 
eases. A child with adenoids is as 
likely to show an “adenoid face” as 
an individual with lung tuberculosis 
is to show emaciation, or._a house 
afire to show a mass of charred 
timbers. 

In any case, be it acute (that Is, 
of short or limited duration) or 
chronic (indefinite duration), it is 
unwarrantable and unusually an er- 
ror to conclude that here is inflam- 
mation of the bronchial tubes (bron- 
chitis) unless the physician finds 
positive evidence thereof when he 
listens with his ear or stethoscope.

Atkinson Asks 
For “A Square Deal’ 
From the Public 


Appeal for Big 
Reduction in Acreage 
In Cotton Next Year 


H. M. Atkinson, chairman of the 
board of directors of the Georgia 
Railway and Power company, has 
issued the following statement to 
the public. 

He declares that he wants the 
Public to “see the truth, and see 
both sides of the proposition”--re- 
ferring to the appeal for increased 
rates, and says that all his company 
asks for is a “square deal.” 

The statement in full is as fol- 
lows: 

“It’s strange how the public (a 
mass of individuals) in its dealings 
with public service corporations 
fails, even from the standpoint of 
its own selfish interest, to see 
straight, think accurately and act 
fairly, as when right-thinking in- 
dividuals deal with business :mat- 
ters man to man. The same spirit 
of give and take fair play, or in 
other avords, recriprocity, is all that 
is needed to solve public s2rvice 
questions on a basis fair to both 
the public and the company and it’s 
only a simple business problem. Ev- 
ery man will admit at the start that 
business must be mutually profita- 
ble or it will die. The public serv- 
ice is no exception. It is true when 
men organize public service cor- 
porations operating under franchise 
from state or municipal govern- 
ments, or both, the character of 
service furnished and rates paid for 
it are fixed not by themselves, but 
by the elected representatives of 
the people; that is in effect by the 
users of the service themselves. But 
the law imposes equally on the users 
of the public service just as sol- 
emn an obligation to pay just ade- 
quate rates sufficient to pay oper- 
ating expenses, taxes, a sum suffi- 
cient to replace worn out property 
(usually called “depreciation”’) and 
a just return on the fair value of 
the property dedicated to public use. 
The trouble is mainly due to the 
fact that the public forgets this 
obligation on its part, even though 
it is the only possible means by 
which the service can be preserved. 

“All a public service corporation 
need ask is that the public (indi- 
vidually) remembers its obligation 
to give the company its legal due 
in the shape of adequate rates. If 
this simple rule (free from preju- 


dice, politics and demagogy) is ap- | 


Plied with fairness and justice to 
the facts a proper solution is in- 
evitable. 

“Let’s find the undisputed, proven 
facts in Atlanta and apply this rule 
of plain legal right. These state- 
ments of fact (we prove out state- 
ments of fact: we have to) are to 
summarize as follows: 

“The company can not improve 
the service in any department with- 
out large amounts of money, fresh 
capital. 

“The credit of the company must 
be restored before it can borrow 
more monéy, and the only possible 
way to do that and put the en- 
terprise on its feet is for the public 
to support it and insist that it get 
just, adequate rates. 

“Attacks and hostility will only 
make a bad situation worse, further 
injure the company’s credit, and 
surely result in a complete break- 
down of the service. 

“Mass meetings can only be use- 
ful to support the company’s ap- 
Plications for increased rates an@ 
to see that it gets a square deal, 

“The public service furnished by 
the company is in a critical condi- 
tion, and two roads are open, name- 
ly, on the one hand the road of 
adequate rates, which means broaa 
expansion of the enterprise in all 
departments, and on the other hand 
the road of continued inadequate 
rates, which means a breaking down 
and deterioration of the service. 

“The public is interested mainly 
in the present and future Service, 
Recriminations and accusations 
about the past won't help the serv- 
ice, without regard to whether they 
are true or untrue. Talk about 
watered stock, past dividends, etc., 
is an idle waste of time, and gets 
us nowhere. We are discussing a 
practical, present business crisis, 
which will never be solved accord- 
ing to true public interest until the 
public honestly assumes and dis- 
charges its legal obligation by pay- 
ing the freight in the shape of just 
rates that pay the cost of the serv- 
ice, including a fair return on the 
vale of the property devoted to pub- 
lic use. The public is not doing 
this now, as shown by the undis- 
puted proof in every hearing before 
the railroad commission for in- 
creased rates since 1917. Conse- 
quently its hands are not clean when 
it complains of service. 

“It won't put a dog that is al- 
ready down on his feet to keep on 
kicking him, especially when the 
public is kicking itself; for it’s the 
Public’s service, it’s the public's 
company, and it’s the greatest and 
most permanent enterprise in the 
state, and the public can make it 
its greatest asset and pride if it 
will but seek the truth,. see both 
sides of the proposition and assume 
its just share of responsibility which 
simply means to do business on the 
square. 

“So, wake up, Atlanta, and put 
the same intelligence on this business 
question that you do’on your daily 
affairs. You can’t get anywhere by 
present methods. You don’t go down 
cellar and kick your furnace when 
it doesn’t give heat: you fix It. 
But you can’t fix it without money, 
and you can’t get money unless you 
earn it or have credit to borrow 
it. This is the problem, and it’s 
yours most of all because you have 
the most at stake.”

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Editor Constitution: The Ameri. 
can Cotton association is being crit- 
icised by certain adverse interests, 
and uninformed people because of 
its present attitude in seeking a 
flat reduction of 50 per cent in the 
cotton acreage for 1921 on every) 
cotton farm in the cotton-growing 
states. 

It is a well-known fact that the 
United States produces 65 per cent 
of the world’s raw cotton, and that 
two-thirds of the American crop 
must of necessity be exported each 
year, because not more than one- 
third can be consumed by the mills 
in this country. 

The cotton growers were misled 
by the American and foreign spin- 
ners who attended the world cotton 
confernce in New Orleans in October, 
1919, and induced to plant for a 
fifteen-million-bale crop in 1920, 
upon a promised guarantee that 
every bale would be needed at prices 
covering the cost of production, plus 
a reasonable profit to the growers. 
We will accord to the spinners full 
sincerity at the time they advocated 
production of a large crop. 

Under conditions existing last 
winter and the plea of the spinners 
for a large crop, the American Cot- 
ton association did not advocate 
any reduction in the cotton acre- 
age for 1920, although its leaders 
realized fully that the cotton grow- 
ers were planting cotton exces- 
sively and to the neglect of food 
and feed crops, and that the cotton 
acreage for 1920 should have been 
decreased at least 20 per cent in 
the interest of a better system of 
diversified agriculture. 

The largest crop has been pro- 
duced since 1914, and with an esti- 
pene carry-over of three million 
ales from the crop of 1919, we are 
faced with a large supply of raw 
cotton, with extremely limited de- 
mand, and prices representing only 
about one-third the average cost of 
production. This is a condition, and 
not a theory, which must be fully 
apparent to every man having any 
close connection with the raw cot- 
ton industry. What hope is there 
for the cotton growers if, in follow- 
ing the already crooked pathway of 
an unreasoning custom and habit, 
they go forward in the face of these 
conditions and plant their usual 
acreage in cotton in 1921? They will 
simply pile disaster upon mis- 
fortune and go down in ultimate 
wreck, ruin and bankruptcy.

The purpose of President Wanna- 
makeris to stimulate, to the fullest 
extent, the activities of the various 
state divisions and county and parish 
associations in pressing forward to 


the limit the campaign for cotton 


acreage reduction pledges and a cor- 
responding increase in the acreage 


of food and feed crops. Success in 
this one paricular will do more to 
put the farmers on substantial 
ground and rehabilitate the price of 
cotton than al] other plans com- 
bined. Make no mistake about 
this one outstanding fact in the face 
a the present crucial cotton situa- 
on.

Rev.A.J.Graham 
Makes Christian 
Science Address 


The fallacy of death and Chris- 
tian science in its relation to in- 
ternational problems were interest- 
ing phases of a lecture at the Chris- 
tian Science church, on Peachtree 
and Fifteenth streets, by Rev. An- 
drew J. Graham, of Boston, Mass., 
Sunday night. 

Rev. Mr. Graham, a member of the 
board of lectureship of the Mother 
church, the First Church of Christ, 
Scientist, of Boston, asserted that 
“when man awakens 100 per cent 
to spiritual truth, he can no more 


Pass through the experience called 
dying than could God.” 

In illustration of this statement, 
Mr. Graham supposed five causes 
for death—tuberculosis, liver trou- 
ble. anger, drunkenness and can- 
cer. He asserted that if @ man 
were cured of tuberculosis, 20 per 
cent of the power of death would 
be destroyed, and that, if cured of 
tuberculosis, the man had his liver 
complaint effectively treated, death 
would then have only 60 per cent 
of its former power in his case. 

Discussing the world-wide prob- 
lem of unrest, Rev. Mr. Graham said 
that no religious teacher can con- 
Sistently remain silent concerning 
the universal social and business 
unrest prevailing throughout the 
world today. 

“During the last fifty years,” con- 
tinued Mr. Graham, “distance and 
time have been destroyed to such an 
extent by inventions and discoveries, 
that the people of the earth are 
now one family for weal or for 


woe. 

“A discordant nation in any quar- 
ter of the globe becomes a problem 
which all other nations must help 
to heal, or suffer inevitable conse- 
quences. The whole world et the 
present time is in just this condi- 
tion. The great homicidal war in 
which the peoples of the earth, re- 
cently, have been engaged, has 
thrown into view this illuuminating 
fact that the nations of the earth 
can no longer dwell apart as sep- 
arate entities. God is the one 
Father and all His children are in- 
cluded in His family. The loving 
recognition of this fundamental fact 
is the only solution for the world’s 
problem. 

“Some one people must be first 
in setting an unselfish example ris- 
ing above the greed of territory } 
and coin, patiently and irresistibly 
drawing to its own ideals the other 
nations of the earth.

CHRISTIAN INDEX 
MAKES CENTENNIAL 
ISSUE THIS MONTH 


Centennial Christmas numbers of 
The Christian Index, published in 
Atlanta for Baptists of Georgia, the 
second oldest Baptist publication in 
the United States, will be put in the 
mail today, according to statements 
Tuesday afternoon by Louie D. 
Newton, editor. 

In addition to the 30,000 ecppies 
of the issue that will be distributed 
in Georgia, this paper will be sent 
to practically every center in the 
United States and throughout 'Eu- 
rope. 

The Columbian Star, later The 
Christian Index, was founded in 
1821, by the Baptist Triennial con- 
vention, through its board of for- 
eign missions, and was published in 
Washington, D. C., until] 1827. As 
the files of the paper between the 
years 1821 and 1827 are not avail- 
able, the name of the editor during 
this period is unknown. 

In 1827 the publication was trans- 
ferred to Philadelphia, Pa., where 
the paper was edited by Dr. Wil- 
liam T. Brantly. Not thinking that 
the caption, “Columbian Star,” ap- 
propriate for a religious publica- 
tion, Dr. Brantley changed the name 
to that of The Christian Index. For 
a number of years the paper was 
known as “The Columbian Star and 
The Christian Index.” 

In 1833 The Christian Index was 
removed from Philadelphia to 
Washington, Ga. as Dr. Brantly, 
Deing familiar with controversies 
in matter of doctrine and mission- 
ary activity in Georgia, thought the 
publication should be moved to 
some point In Georgia. 

The paper was transferred to 
Jesse Mercer, first president of the 
Georgia Baptist association, who 
operated the paper at great mone- 
tary loss from 1833 to 1840, when 
he made the. state convention a 
present of the paper, with its en- 
tire equipment. The publication 
was then transferred to Penfield. 
Ga, where Mercer university had 
been situated. It remained there 
until 1857, when, after having been 
conducted by various editors, the 
seat of publication was removed to 
Macon. 

Little is known of the history of 
the paper during the period of the 
civil war. In 1866, however, it was 
purchased by J. J. Moon, who trans- 
ferred the publication to Atlanta. 
It was shortly afterwards combined 
with The Southwestern Baptist, an 
Alabama Baptist publication, and 
operated for both states. Each de- 
partment then had an editor. 

After 1900 the publication had a 
period of marked growth. From 
1901 to 1915 the editors were T. P. 
Bell and B. J. W. Graham, who pur- 
chased the paper. On January 1, 
1920, it was sold to the executive 
committee of the Georgia Baptist 
convention, the present owner.

the result of the operations of the 
gang in Atlanta. — 

The suit sets out that most of the 
defendants have long criminal rec- 
ords, as a rule have no known dom- 


icile, but operate numerous swin- 
dling devices in ditferent parts of 
the country and make temporary 
headquarters in some city for a 
year or more. 

Quarters of Gang. 


It {s further alleged that the 
‘conspirators forthe past two years 
have maintained quarters in the 
Flatiron building, at 45 Carnegie 
way, 25 West Peachtree street 
and 49%, Central avenue and 35% 
South Broad street. 

The suit discloses the manner of 
Manning’s fleecing as follows: 

In January, 1920, William R. Man- 
ning, of Dallas, was on a train com- 
ing from North Carolina to Atlanta. 
He was approached by a stranger 
calling himself Moore, who, in fact, 
was a member of the criminal con- 
spiracy, and who gained his confi- 
dence. After reachjng Atlanta the 
stranger introduced Yvilliam Clyde 
Smith as a dealer in stocks and 
Other securities. 

Manning was induced to go with 
them to 45 Carnegie wa~ which 
place, it was charged, was being 
operated by Woodward, Ellis ana 
Smith. Manning was invited to join 
them in “speculation” in stocks, bur 
he declined. 

“Thereupon,” the proceedings as- 
sert, “the conspirators bought or 
pretended to buy alleged General 
Motors stock, puttingup as a pre- 
tended guarantee with the house 
two checks of $15,000, signed by 
Smith in the name of Manning, but 
not Manning’s right name. In a 
little while the manager in charge— 
calleqd Adler—announced the ur- 
chase had made a profit of $82,000, 
actually counting some bills of 
large denomination. Petitioner was 
dazzled. 


Question of Liability. 


‘The question of the ‘tiability of 
the house was raised, the point being 
made that there was no assurance 
that the checks were good. Smith 
and Moore promised to raise the 
money needed to guarantee the 
checks and told the petitioner that 
if he would raise $15,000 they would 
get the balance and divide the prof- 
its with him. 

“Petitioner went to Dallas and 
obtained $6,000 in cashier’s checks 
and $1,200 in cash. Failing in At- 
lanta to be able to cash the checks, 
he went to Nashville and converted 
them into Liberty bonds. He re- 
turned to Atlanta with $6,500 in 
Liberty bonds and the rest of his 
later losses in cash. 

“Smith and Moore pretended to 
raise the balance needed to guar- 
antee their checks and collect the 
winnings. The money was turnea 
over to Adler, who pretended to go 
out to count it. Meanwhile Man- 
ning had been givena ticket for his 
investment. A proposal] was made 
thatthey should engage in further 
‘trade’ on the exchange, but Man- 
ning refused. 

“Smith then told Moore to go sell 
their stock and Moore went out. He 
returned, pretendedly in distress, 
and announced he had invested the 
whole $82,000 and lost it all. Smith 
and Moore pretended to become in- 
volved in a quarrel and fight. When 
separated, Smith promised to reim- 
burse your petitioner.” But there 
the transaction ended. 

The injunction granted by Judge 
W. D. Ellis restrains all of those 
mentioned as conspirators and Mrs. 
A. B. Woodward, mother of Ployd 
Woodward, and Mrs. Clyde Smith, 
the other missing leader's wife, 
from “disposing of or incumbering 
in any way” anyof the real estate 
of the defendants and the property 
in the safety deposit boxes.

ance given that Macon is to have 
the regimental headquarters for the 
First Georgia regiment, steps have 
been taken for the organization here 
of still another company—a hospi- 
tal detachment. 

Adjutant General Van Holt Nash 
has authorized Dr. J. M. Sigman, 
who served as a major during the 
world war, but who has since been 
honorably discharged from the fed- 
eral service, to organize the new 
company.

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RESOLUTIONS READY 
FOR FARMERS’ MEE 


Brown Denies Personal At- 
tack Upon Hous- 
ton. 


Resolutions indorsing the state 
bureau of markets; urging all farm- 
ers to co-operate with the organiza- 
tion and recommending that the war 
finance corporation be revived will 
be submitted today to the state con- 
vention of the Farmers’ Union in 
session in the house of representa- 
tives at the capitol, it was indicated 
last night by officials. 

Speaking at the first day’s session 
Tuesday, Commissioner of Agricul- 
ture J. J. Brown urged all farmers to 
pay their obligations, but advised 
against the selling of cotton until a 
fair market price is offered. 

“I stand for the honest payment 
of every honest debt by the farmers 
of Georgia,” said Commissioner 
Brown. “I do not and would not 
approve the repudiation of a single 
obligation by the farmers. My ad- 
vice to farmers now, as it was last 
fall when they began to pick their 
cotton, is to store it in bonded ware- 
houses, insure it and have it graded, 
use their bonded warehouse receipts 
as security for bank loans, and use 
the money to pay all or part of their 
pressing obligations. 

‘“T believe a farmer storing his 
cotton in a bonded warehouse, insur- 
ing it and having it graded, will 
not find it hard to obtain a bank 
loan on his warehouse receipt as col- 
lateral. There is not any shortage 
of currency, and we have been re- 
peatedly assured that there is to be 
no curtailment of agricultural cred- 
its.” 

The annual address of the pres- 
ident, J. H. Mills, and speeches by 
Charles S. Barrett, president of the 
national organization, and other of- 
ficials were made during the ses- 
sions yesterday. Mr. Brown stated 
last night that he did not denounce 
Secretary of the Treasury David 
Houston in his address, as was in- 
terpreted by an Atlanta newspaper, 
but declared he only recited the rec-. 
ord of this official. No resolution 
denouncing the secretary of treas- 
ury will be introduced during Wed- 
nesday’s session, he said.

under which the Howard _ theater 
was kept closed last Sunday was 
enacted just because a vicious con- 
dition had arisen from a start that 
perhaps was just as innocent a8 the 
cause of last Sunday. 

“The first Sunday movie show we 
had in Atlanta was given for a char- 
ity. I believe that every cent tak- 
en in that day went to that char- 
ity. But a dangerous’ precedent 
was laid. Persons who were will- 
ing to sacrifice any cause for the 
sake of money took advantage of 
the situation. Soon practically ev- 
ery movie house in Atlanta was 
running wide open on Sunday. The 
performances were advertised for 
charity. The institutions that were 
supposed to be benefited got only 
a small percentage of the money 
that was taken in. The rest of 
the money went into the pockets of 
the men who operated the movie 
shows. Under the guise of charity 
the Sunday picture show had revert- 
ed to a strictly commercial proposi- 
tion. 


“Charity” Merely an Excuse. 


“T made a personal investigation 
of the situation on Sunday. There 
was a show then on Peachtree 
street. On the Sunday I made my 
investigation that show took in be- 
tween $65 and $75. It was supposed 
to have opened for a benefit. Wieel- 
er Mangum, then sheriff, was chair- 
man of the committee. He told me 
the next day that the picture show 


‘had given him $7 as the percentage 


of the proceeds. 

“There was another show opened 
on Whitehall street. It advertised’ 
that it was showing for alocal insti- 
tutino. I called up the institution 
and the superintendent told me 
that it had never authorized the 
benefit nor had it ever received a 
cent from the picture house, though 
the name of the home had been 
used for several weeks. 

“So the ordinance was drawn and 
passed to prevent the recurrence of 
just this thing. 

“It’s the same identical proposi- 
tion again, the only difference being 
that the Howard theater incident, 
an undoubtedly worthy cause, had 
to suffer to keep from laying a 
predicate for future violations of a 
law we unquestionably need., 

“When I first saw the publicity 
for the entertainment, I was deter- 
mined that it was just as well to 
hajt the thing right there, when the 
biggest theater in Atlanta and the 
biggest cause wereinvolved. Then 
there would be no atempt by the 
little fellows to try to open.” 

Mr. Manget was reminded of the 
fact that the Howard theater ben- 
efit contemplated no showing of mo- 
tion pictures, that the program was 
purely musical. 

“The principle is just the same. 
The Howard theater is essentially a 
motion picture institution. The or- 
chestra is a side issue. and I can 
say right now that the Howard mo- 
tion picture theater would have 
reaped tremendous value from that 
Sunday entertainment if you bring

Williams Wants Blue Laws. 


Another striking phase, aeveloped 
during the day, was a card pub- 
lished by the Rev. Marvin Williams 
calling on the people to respond to 
the crusade for blue laws now being 
made in the north, and to extend 
it to Atlanta and the south, and de- 
claring that the effort to provide 
Sunday amusements in Atlanta was 
an attempt by northern capital to 
desecrate the Georgia Sabath. 

His card follows: 

Mr. Editor: Every effort is being made 
these days to poison the public mind with 
the idea that the ministers and church 
people are trying to put everybody in a 
straight-jacket and to make the tiniest 
naughtiness a felony. Ridicule is the fa- 
vorite weapon, and we are pictured as 
ready to limit the public to sweetened 
water, to curtail the children’s rights to 
everything more frolicsome than push-pin, 
and to hang everybody who bats both eyes 
at the same time on the Sabbath. The men- 
tal picture they would create in Atlanta 
just now is of a wild-eyed, lantern-jawed 
preacher, lurking just around each street 
corner, with only the quivering tails of his 
long coat sticking out to view, ready to 
pounce on the first man who refyses to 
believe as he does. 

Forget it, and let the fainting take heart. 
Even if the movies should net be put on 
o the Auditorium, the republic might 
ve, 

All this blue law ridicule is part of a 
vast epidemic raging over the whole na- 
tion, much of it fostered for the purpose 
of prying open the Sabbath, and if pos- 
sible diluting prohibition. 

Let the public be not deceived. Let 
the people know that we preachers know 
that the real issue at bottom is whether 
gs money can pry open Georgia's Sab- 
ath. 

We are not surprised nor dismayed by 
the fact that we are shrewdly put in the 
attitude of opposing a near-prayer meeting 
concert with a collection for the poor thrown 
in at the new theater. We believe that 
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the great theatrical interests are preparing 
to drive home any wedge they can to get 
Georgia wide open on the Sabbath.

though he assured them that such a speech 
would do them good with the best classes 
of people rather than harm? 

One of their directors (who js doubtless 
sincerely mistaken) would have the public 
believe that they never thought of such a 
thing as a Sunday concert until the Asso- 
ciated Charities asked for it. But will the 
theater people deny that a certain high- 
class woman’s organization was offered a 
guarantee of a specific amount for the use 
of their organization’s name in connection 
with the Sunday concerts? 

If sacred music and a charity concert 
are all our theatrical friends are up to, 
let them distinctly announce to us that they 
will go before the council or the legislature 
at any time with us and oppose any ef- 
fort to open theaters for profit or admis- 
sion fees on Sunday. Then let those same 
owners close up on Sunday in other cities 
where they own theaters and are permitted 
to run on a week-day basis, and we preach- 
ers will admit our suspicions are unjust and 
slanderous. 

2. We know that a vast tide of Sc»bath 
desecration is rolling southward from every 
part of this country, that sections of the 
north and west that were once Sabbatn- 
observing are witnessing the breaking down 
of the Sabbath, and house building and 
plowing are common sights on the Sab- 
hath. And we refuse to be deterred from 
fighting the same tendency here, even by the 
staging of a grandstand play for indigna- 
tion. And they can not queer us with the 
people whose sick we visit and whose sor- 
rows we share. 

Let the public recall the history of this 
ordinance which Chief Beavers so fearlessly 
enforced. Theaters were being opened in 
Atlanta, ostensibly for charity. on Sunday. 
But in most instances the expense account 
ate up the charity.

Cowan Gives $10. 
One tangible result of the con- 
troversy was a good $10 check sent 
to The Constitution by the Rev. 


Samuel A. Cowan, who opposéd the 
Howard theater concert, but Who 
wanted to see that the Associated 
Charities didn’t suffer as a result. 
Mr.. Cowan's leter, which accom- 
panied the check, reads: 

Editor Atlanta Constitution: Accepting 
the challenge of your editorial of this morn- 
ing, 1 inelese herewith a check to be aj- 
plied through the Associated Charities of 
Atlanta. I am not ‘‘among those who were 
most conepicuous in the movement to stop 
an orderly Sunday gathering called only 
in the blessed name of charity,’’ but am 
not averse to being placed with those who 
heartily approve the action that forbade 
the opening of a place of amusement on 
the ‘‘Lord’s day’’ that advocates of char- 
ity might have it made possible for them to 
contribute to the Christmas fund for the 
needy of our city. Principle is more fun- 
damental than immediate necessity. In the 
temptation of our Lord, Satan bade Him 
turn the stones into bread; it seemed an 
immediate necessity and Jesus was hungry 
from the long fast. But the Lord’s reply 
was that man does not live by bread 
alone. I am of the firm conviction that 
the real welfare of the r will be con- 
served in the end by the refusal to violate 
the law that an immediate necessity be 
relieved. If we allow the Lord’s day to be 
commercialized, which commercializing plan 
is encouraged by the entering wedges of 
charity performances on the Lord’s day, the 
time is not far distant when the poor will 
suffer far more than they are likely to surf- 
fer in Atlanta this Christmas. For if one 
commercial institution is allowed to operate 
on the Lord’s day then other commercial 
institutions will claim the same rights, and 
they will be within their rights in making 
the claim under those conditions. When 
the restraints are thrown off, shops of every 
kind will be open, factories will be running, 
trades will be plied and the working man 
will have lost his day of rest. God will 
take care of His poor without allowing the 
beginning of that which will break down 
His day of rest and worship. The Lord 
does not mean that the poor shall be ex- 
ploited by a great commercial institution to 
get a foothold for the. future ingathering 
of millions of dollars that will go, not to 
the poor, but to the coffers of the rich. 
We do well to lock to the poor. The Bible 
distinctly tells us, ‘‘Blessed is he that con- 
sidereth the poor.”’ But in considering the 
poor we had best use the telescope and not 
simply the microscope. ‘‘Immediate neces- 
sity’? has been the specious plea that in 
the end has put the yoke upon the necks 
of the poor. The charge is being made 
that the churches are defeating the real 
irterests of the Lord’s day. Atlanta today 
would be as wide open as any city in con- 
tinental Europe if the church people had 
surrendered twenty-five years ago. And if 
the church people today will surrender their 
contention Atlanta will be wide open in six 
months. If the good citizens of Atlanta 
will today say, ‘‘Go on with your Sunday 
afternoon performances and put on as many 
benefit performances as you like,’’ such a 
tide will sweep in upon as can not be stop- 
ped short of wide open shows every Sun- 
day. Laws make little difference. All 
that is required for the wide open town 
is for people who object to keep quiet. I 
have accepted your challenge. Now I wish 
you to accept mine, which is, point out a 
man or woman in Atlanta who conscien- 
tiously opposes the opening of places of 
amusement on the Lord’s day who is not 
also the gtaunch friend of the poor and 
needy.

is not the function of an executive of law 
to make or suspend statutes, and this is 
not a good time to censure regard for law 
and approve the violation of law. 

Moreover, the law is a good law, which 
oucht to be enforced. 

No specious plea of charity can be. justly 
brought for its abrogation or suspension. 

The idea that the people of Atlanta can 
not be induced to give adequate support to 
the good cause of the Associated Charities 
without moving them by a Sunday show to 
do so is a reflection upon the community. 
Atlanta is not like a kicking cow which re- 
quires to be ‘‘hunched’’ before she will 
give down her milk. 

Why should not one of the ‘‘movies’’ give 
its ample receipts from one of its weck- 
day exhibitions to the Associated Charities. 
if the owners of those establishments are 
80 eager to help the poor? We read in the 
scriptures of a man’ who objected to Mary's 
religious devotion on the ground that her 
precious offering of love and worship should 
be given to the poor, but there is no record 
of his making any very notable gift to the 
poor for whom he expressed such strong 
sympathy. 

Dependent on Religion. 

Without a Sabbath we shall soon have no 
religion left, and without religion we shall 
bave no Associated Charities. Such benev- 
olent enterprises are not found in lands 
where Christianity is not prevalent or in 
communities where religién is feeble. From 
the dried breasts of faithless secularism the 
nourishing essence of the m#lk of benevo- 
lence trickles with a very stingy and 
stinted flow. 

To talk of Christ approving such exhi- 
bitions on the day of worship is nothing 
short of blaspheming the name of the 
Savior. 

To teach that. the church must approve 
such shows or fail to receive the favor of 
men is to propose that the church renounce 
the Ten Commandments in order to con- 
ciliate popular patronage. But when the 
church ‘“‘stoops to conquer,” it is already 
conquered. The office of the church is not 
to seek the favor of men, but to save the 
world from- sin to God. 

Good people will support the Associated 
Charities without being hired by a Sunday 
show to do so, but all charity will perish 
if the gpirit of Christ be eliminated from 
the community in order to make room for

was a week ago yesterday that the market had its last really sick 
day. Since then the price trend has been downward but to make 
any money the bears have had to be very nimble in picking out stocks 
for short sales. For weeks and weeks one old timer in Wall street 
has been asked by your correspondent every day the usual question: 
“What do you see in the market?” And until today the reply has 
been a slow side shake of the head followed by “no change.” Today 
his reply was: “The market has begun to reach the convalescent 
stage.” 

There was the usual irregular opening this morning followed by 
renewed scattered selling. The copper shares were decidedly weak 
on rumors that when the Anaconda directors meet a week from 
today the 4 per cent annual dividend rate will be either passed or 
cut in half. Similar action is expected of the Inspiration directors 
when they meet the last part of the month. Losses from 2 to 4 points 
were common in the copper shares. Oil, steel, motors and the sugar 
skares were also subjected to liquidation and bear selling especially 
in the last hour. $x 
Ask Report on Houston Oil. 

In connection with the bear selling that has been going on ever 
since the decline in the stock market started the day following the 
‘election a notice has been sent out by the stock exchange to all mem- 
bers requesting a report on all transactions in Houston oil between 
December 14 and December 20. It is understood that the firm of Hol- 
lister, Lyon and Walton, that failed last week, had 9,000 shares of 
this stock to sell and the bears help them to sell it as low as possible. 

It seems foolish for the exchange to start an investigation of 
why a stock like Houston should have declined during the condi- 
tions of the past few months. That stock which sold at 170 last year 
and at 116% this has never paid a dividend. Today’s sensational de- 
clines in Vanadium and Replogle were part of the same belated liquida- 
tion. The stock first named which suddenly broke seven points around 
1 o’clock to 29 sold early this year at 97. There never was any- 
thing tangible on which to advance the stock. The same is true of 
Replogle which suddenly collapsed today to 47% compared with the 
year’s high price of 93%. Replogle, Vanadium and Houston oil all 
belong to the class of promotion stocks having their short day in the 
raise of last year and this in the industrial list. 

Directors of the McKeesport Tin plate company, Wall street 
learned today, have declared a stock dividend of 233 1-3 per cent, 
calling for $7,000,000 to capitalize funds advanced from earnings dur- 
ing the past ten years for additions. 

: Outstanding Short List Large. 

There is a long list of stocks lending flat or at a premium which 
means that the outstanding short interest is large. The list includes 
Crucible, Sears Roebuck, California Packing, American Sugar, United 
‘Fruit, National Biscuit, Amercan Agricultural Chemical, Pullman and 
General Electric. The bears in these shares will afford buying power 
to the market once prices start to advance. 

If professional traders were not allowed to sell stocks short there 
would be no tops when prices were advancing as they were early 
this year and last.

Union Pacific issued its earnings today for November the first 
io be given out for that month.

Bankers here are surprised at the sudden outburst of selling in the 
United States government war bonds which has mounted up to $20,- 
600,006 a day..with-daily declines in the Liberty and Victory issues 
ranging from 1 point to 1% points or more. At this time last year 
there was heavy sola an.. tese bonds many holders who subgcribed 
at 100 taking losses of from 6 to 8 points for tax purposes while-others 
sold to raise money to protects their commitments in the rapidly de- 
clining stock market. For the week ending December 20 last year 
sales in United States government war bonds mounted up to $121,- 
000,000 with the turn-over for the following week of $11,000,000. 

But as many of last year’s sellers did not purchase it was be- 
lieved that this flood of year-end liquidation in the Liberty and Vic- 
tory issues by the big outside public was over. From what could be 
‘earned here today in banking circles, however, the heavy selling now 
going on in Liberty and Victory bonds is by the public, largely in the 
west to raise needed funds. In this connection it was pointed out 
that for the past fortnight money in the west even on the short term 
loans has been very tight. It was alsu stated that banks, bond houses 
and brokers representing this purt of the country were not doing 
any of the selling. 7 

Some selling in tHe government bonds has been due to fright by 
timid hclders ever the action taken by the house and the senate in 
voting ‘o revive the war finance corporation. with its power to sell 
$3,000,000,000 debentures. Our conservative bankers, however, do not 
think that this measure to revive inflation will ever be signed. Sec- 
retary of the Treasury Houston has already gone on record with the 
statement that the government did not have any funds to advance for 
this purpose, and that the sale of new securities by the government 
to place the war finance corporation in funds would seriously disturb 
the market for the outstanding government bonds. 

Hence it is believed here that President Wilson would veto any 
measure passed by congress to revive the war finance corporation. 
Our conservative bankers are in favor of letting liqidation in all direc- 
tions take its natural course and the sooner the better.

IN STOCK MARKET 


New York, December 21.—The 
stock market was swept by anoth- 
er tempestuous wave of liquidation 
today, many former favorites re- 
cording lowest prices in several 
years on transactions approximate- 
ing 1,675,000 shares. Losses were 
most severe in the independent 
Steels and coppers, and in shares 
comprising the motor division and 
its subsidiaries. High grade rails 
and industrials did not become in- 
volved until the final hour, when 
selling assumed most impressive 
proportions. 

The reversals were attended by 
board room gossip and many rumors 
which made vague allusions to the 
depleted fortunes of various pro- 
fessional interests who found them- 
selves unable to meet the demands 
of their brokers for additional mar- 
gins. 

Aside from the better tone of for- 
eign exchange, particularly the 
British rate and the relative steadi- 
hess of the money market, call 
loans again dropped to 6 per cent, 
much of the day’s news and attend- 
ant developments were of a char- 
acter to accelerate the setback. 

Replogle Steel was the overshad- 
owing feature, sustaining an ex- 
treme loss of 22 points. Vanadium, 
which is supposed to have close af- 
filiations with Replogle, fell 7 
points and losses in the metals, mo- 
tors and kindred issues ranged from 
2 to 5 points, the reaction continu- 
ing to the feverish end. 

Among the premier stocks to rec- 
ord a new minimum for four years 
was United States Steel at 76 1-4, 
though making fractional recevery 
later and showing a net loss of 1 
t-2 points.* “Ameffean  Stielting; 
Crucible Steel, Baldwin Locomotive, 
American Car, Mexican Petroleum, 
American Woolen, International Pa- 
per, Southern Pacific and Reading 
were weakeW of the usual] leaders, 
displaying virtually no raliying 
power. 

Liberty bonds were Inclined to re- 
trieve part of yesterday’s sharp 
losses, but reacted later when the 
stock market was at low ebb. The 
general bond list suffered for tha 
same reason. Tota! sales, par val- 
ve, were $32,375,000. Old United 
States bonds were unchanged on 
call.

Mrs. Henry Passes Lie. 


Mrs. Ioma Henry this aft- 
ernoon clashed with the _ state’s 
counsel on the floor of the court, 
giving him “the lie,” as he was 
opening the final argument for the 
prosecution. 

The sensation of the day’s hear- 


ing came during the speech of Sam 


Nunn, when Mrs. Henry sprang to 
her feet crying: 

“That is a lie.” : 

Her black eyes flashed with an- 
ger. 

“I was not at Mrs. Cutts; I have 

never been in the Cutts’ home,” she 
declared. “John S. Hopson was not 
there. He was at Mrs. McCrea’s 
home.” 
‘ Four attorneys and Mr. Henry at- 
tempted to press her back into a 
chair, but she broke away from them 
and advancing into the middle of 
the floor she shook her fist at 
the counsel for the state, crying: 

“I defy you to prove any of those 
charges. I cannot stand these lies 
any longer,” she repeated over and 
over, while tears of rage ran down 
her flushed cheeks. Every one was 
silent, watching the infuriated 
woman as she chaNMenged her ac- 
cusers. 

Says Story Is False. 

“That story about Mrs. Cutts com- 
ing to Perry is false.” 

Mrs. Henry was forced back into 
her chair with a low murmur. “We 
cannot stand the lies they are tell- 
ing on us, your honor.” The last 
wor@g came with a choking sob and 
she broke down, weeping on ner 
sister, Mrs. Elmer’s, shoulder. 

Mr. Nunn then proceeded with his 
argument. 

The defense for Mrs. Henry and 
Ernest Hopson rested at 11:30 
o'clock this morning, immediately 
following testimony by Dr. 

Orr, to the effect that calomel had 
been administered to Fred Shepard 


during his illness and that while: 


in attendance upon the sick man 
he found no symptoms to indicate 
poisoning. 

Mrs. Cutts rested subsequent to 
this testimony and that of five wit- 
nesses who attacked the character 
and veracity of Mr. and Mrs. J. A. 
Turner, their son, John, and J. J. 
Peterson, who had testified on Sat- 
urday to alleged conversation with 
Mrs. Cutts in which she told them 
that the “dose” was mixed in the 
Cutts’ kitchen and that the plot had 
been formed to get Shepard’s money. 

The state closed its case at 12:35 
o'clock and the defense also closed. 
Mrs. Elmer had closed on Monday, 
following the testimony of Dr. 
Charles C. Harrold to the effect 
that Shepard had died of peritonitis 
secondary to an unknown cause. 

Five Witnesses on Stand, 

The state placéd five witnesses 
on the stand to substantiate the char- 
acter of the Turners and Peterson. 
The defense for Mrs. Cutts center- 
ed every effort on this testimony 
to break it down, since the state in- 
tends to establish not only guilty 
knowledge, but responsibility and 
participation upon the strength 
of it. 

An interesting 
proceedings was 


point in today’s 
the testimony of 
Dr. Orr, that he aad administered 
calomel, bismuth, tincture of opium, 
codine and morphine to Shepard on 
the Sunday and Monday prior to 
death, despite the long arguments 
which have taken place as to the 
possibility of calomel changing into 
a mercuric sak, This is the first 
time that any direct evidence to 
show that Shepard had taken calo- 
mel has come out. The defense 
feels that this was the completing 
link in their chain of evidence. 

Another feature which created 
some surprise was the statement 
by Dr. Orr that on the same Sun- 
day he attended Shepard, he also 
visited a negro who evinced similar 
symptoms, from drinking “stump 
rum” and that he did not die. Early 
in the case it was reported that 
this negro had taken the same whis- 
ky which Shepard drank and died 
from the effects. 

Three Hours Each. 

Just before court was adjourned, 
after the morning session, Judge 
Matthews announced that the de- 
fense and prosecution would be al- 
lowed three hours each for argu- 
ment. 

Judre Matthews took his seat at 
10 o’clock and the defense imme- 
diately started upon its exhaustive 
fight to break down the testimony 
of Mr. and Mrs. J. A. Turner, their 
son, John, and J. J. Peterson, state’s 
witnesses. With this end in view, 
Mrs. Cutts’ attorneys placed Joe M. 
Smith, commissioner of ~*~ Wilcox 
county; William Harp, alderman of 
Abbeville; John Q. Wilson, commis- 
sioner of Wilcox county, and Floyd 
Smith, county officer of Wilcox, all 
of whom testified that they would 
not believe the Turners on oath, and 
two said the same of Peterson. 

Dr. W. T. Orr, who attended Fred 
Shepard while jl] at the Henry’s 
home, was next placed on the stand 
by Judge Ross, representing Mrs. 
Henry and Ernest Hopson. Dr. Orr 
testified that Shepard told him he 
had eaten barbecue on May 26. The 
witness said that he had given 
Shepard from four to six grains of 
calomel on Saturday and repeated 
the dose on Monday. He said that 
he had also given him a little co- 
dine; bismuth and opium. Dr. Orr 


declared that there was nothing in 
the case which suggésted Poison to 
him. He said tirat all of the symp- 
toms pointed to peritonitis, 
Calemel Net Poisen. 

Under cross-exami on, the wit- 
ness testified that the calomel which 
he inte See Shepard had not been 
oxidized oF changed its form in 
any way. e also stated that he 
had never heard of a calomel pois- 
oning and did not consider it a 
dangerous drug. The mixture of 
bismuth, calomel, tinclure of opium, 
codine and morphine, he said, was 
not dangerous as administered. 

Dr. Orr testified that on the same 
Sunday, May 29, that he was in at- 
tendance on Shepard, he also vis- 
ited a negro who evidenced symp- 
toms similar to those of Shepard. 
Here the state objected but was 
overruled. P 

The negro told me, said Dr. Orr. 
that he had been drinktng “stump 
root,” but he did not die. 

Following Orr’s testimony, Judge 
Ross closed for Mrs. Henry and 
Ernest Hopson with a motion for 
discharge of the two defendants at 
11:30 o’clock. 

Attorney hal Lawson rose imme- 
diately and closed the case for Mrs. 
Annie Cutts with reservations. The 
reservations were that should Sher- 
iff T. E. Gibbs, Deputy O. T. Smith 
and former mayor of Beckham, ar- 
rive, they would be placed on the 
stand to impeach the testimony of 
state’s witnesses. 

All four defendants had closed the 
eases at 11:40 o’clock. 

Time for Conference. 

Judge Mathews granted the state’s 
counsel fifteen minutes for a con- 
ference. At 11:40 the state’s attor- 
ney returned to the courtroom and 
called for J. J. Barfield, former 
chief of police of beville; Will 
Blassingame, of ABbeville; S. A. 
Bowen, of Abbeville; J. R. Munroe, 
mayor of Abbeville, and W. C. Oli- 
ver, merchant of Abbeville, as char- 
acter witnesses. At 12:35 o’clock the 
state closed. Mrs. Cutts closed im- 
mediately. Judge Matthews ad- 
journed court until 2:30 o’clock. 

Court reconvened at 2:30 o’clock 
to hear arguments. Judge Matthews 
pointed out that the defense was 
divided into three cases; Mrs. El- 
mer, Mrs. Cutts, Mrs. Henry and Mr. 
Hopson. He allowed an hour to 
each “case,” and three hours to the 
prosecution for arguments. 

Opens for State. 

Sam Nunn opened for the state 
and briefly outlined the state’s the- 
ory as published previously. When 
he charged that Mrs. Henry wgs at 
the Cutts home, Mrs. Henry sprang 
to her feet and charged him with 
“lying” a number of times. She 
was finally carried from the room. 

The only new point brought out 
was the charge by Attorney Nunn 
that the ‘midnight” conference at 
Mrs. Henry’s home was coincident 
with the cause of Mrs. Cutts refus- 
ing to tell any more about the al- 
leged “poison conspiracy.” 

Elseworth Halt, representing Mrs. 
Elmer, followed. The burden of his 
argument was accusations against 
Mrs. Crandall’s motives and the lack 
of legal evidence against the de- 
fendant. 

W. <A. McClelland, representing 
the state, closed the prosecution's 
argument. He declared that “the 
onty duty of the state in this case, 
which is only a commitment hear- 
ing. is to show the corpus delicti 
probabilitv.” He then eontinued to 
support his stand. The speaker then 
proceeded to review the case in de- 
tail, fittine together the state’s the- 
ory. He dealt at length with the 
chemical and pathological reports 
of expers. 


Harris Raps Garrett. 


General Walter A. Harris, repre- 
senting Mrs. Elmer, attacked the al- 
leged irregularities of the state’s 
procedure in fervid and vitriolic 
terms. He scored Solicitor Garrett 
unmercifully. 

During her attorney’s address to 
the court, Mrs. Elmer broke down 
and wept convulsively upon her sis- 
ter’s shouldtér, Mrs. Henry’s, who, 
only a few hours before had revers- 
ed the scene. General Harris closed 
with an impassioned declaration: 

“When the state rested, we won- 
dered where the evidence against 
Mrs. Elmer was. When the first of 
the state’s counsel had finished, we 
still wondered. And now the at- 
torney for the prosecution has con- 
cluded and we still wonder where 
that evidence is.” 

General Harris had dwelt upon 
the variance of the Shepard tase 
from other cases of mercuric poison- 
ing and denied that Shepard died 
from any but natural causes. 

. L. Boiner, representing Mrs. 
Cutts, devoted the major part of 
his time to attacking the reputation, 
ability and testimony of Dr. John 
Funke. He concluded with an im- 
peachment of the Turner-Peterson 
testimony and the declaration that 
no one had quoted Mrs. Cutts as say- 
ing that she herself grave the dose. 


Point of Jurisdiiction\| 


Attorney Hal Lawson, represent- 
ing Mrs. Cutts, admitted that the 
court might bind over his client as 
accessory before the fact, but em- 
phasized the point that Judge Math- 
ews’ jurisdiction did not extend into 
Wilcox county, where the alleged 
crime was committed. 

Court reconvened at 8 o'clock to- 
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vaults.
